Gingrich pins hopes on 
'Super Tuesday' 
comeback 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican presidential hopeful 
Newt Gingrich looked to a 
"Super Tuesday" vote bo¬ 
nanza in March to rescue his 
faltering campaign after a 
second consecutive thumping 
from rival Mitt Romney. 

Gingrich trailed in Nevada 
by 25-percent of the vote 
with almost three-quarters of 
precincts reporting, a second 
big loss in five days that 
raises questions about the vi¬ 
ability of his challenge as 
funds dry up. 

Speaking on two Sunday 
morning talk shows, the can¬ 
didate put a brave face on the 
defeat and insisted things 
would be different in a 
month's time when 10 states 
votes at once and almost a 
fifth of all delegates are de¬ 
cided. 

"Our goal is to get to 
Super Tuesday, where we're 
in much more favorable terri¬ 
tory," Gingrich said on 
NBC's "Meet the Press," 
adding that he expects to do 
much better in conservative 



southern states like Georgia 
and Alabama. 


Gingrich has vowed a long 
game in the state-by-state 
voting battle for the Republi¬ 
can nomination, where 2,286 
delegates are at stake and a 
candidate must accumulate 
1,144 votes to win. 

The Republican establish¬ 
ment hopes the contest will 
be over well before the Au¬ 
gust 27-31 convention, 
avoiding a bitter fight-to-the- 
death that could hurt the 
eventual nominee's chances 
against Democratic President 
Barack Obama. 


Carnival cruise ship 
passengers struck with virus 


MIAMI — More than 100 
people on board a cruise ship 
operated by a unit of Carnival 
Corp have fallen ill with a 
stomach virus, the latest set¬ 
back facing the world's 
biggest cruise company, 
which came under scrutiny 
last month for the Costa Con¬ 
cordia cruise ship disaster in 
Italy. 

Ninety passengers and 13 
crew members on the Ruby 
Princess cruise ship con¬ 
tracted the Norovirus, a con¬ 
tagious gastrointestinal 
illness that causes vomiting 


and diarrhea for one to three 
days, Julie Benson, a spokes¬ 
woman for Princess Cruises, 
a unit of Carnival, said in a 
statement. 

The Ruby Princess set sail 
from Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, on January 29 to the 
Caribbean and returned to 
Florida on Sunday, as sched¬ 
uled. Another Carnival ship, 
the Crown Princess, was af¬ 
fected by the same virus last 
week, but it has been sani¬ 
tized and has already em¬ 
barked on its next cruise, 
Benson said. 


Death toll from Europe cold snap 
passes 300 


KIEV (AFP) - The deadly 
cold snap that has gripped 
Europe for more than a week 
strained emergency services, 
wrought travel chaos and 
claimed more lives yesterday, 
bringing to more than 300 the 
tally of victims. 

The homeless population 
has borne the brunt of the 
deaths, with dozens of tran¬ 
sients freezing to death in un¬ 
heated apartments, fire 
escapes or in makeshift street 
shelters. 

Authorities yesterday 
found two homeless people's 
bodies in France who had 
likely frozen to death, bring¬ 
ing to at least 307 the number 
of cold-related deaths across 
Europe. 

With temperatures plung¬ 
ing as low as minus 40 Cel¬ 
sius (minus 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit), the grim winter 
toll also rose in other coun¬ 
tries including Italy, Poland 
and the Ukraine, where an¬ 
other nine deaths brought that 
country's total fatalities to 
131 — most of them homeless 


people who perished on the 
streets since the freeze started 
nine days ago, Ukraine's 
emergencies ministry said. 

Some 1,800 people had 
been hospitalised, and 75,000 
people had sought warmth 
and food in over 3,000 shel¬ 
ters across Ukraine. 

The bitter cold front has 
engulfed much of Europe and 
even crossed the Mediter¬ 
ranean into north Africa, 
where as many as 16 people 
were killed on Algeria's 
snow-slicked roads or in 
other weather-related acci¬ 
dents. 

In Rome, Italy's normally 
mild-weathered capital, the 
snow-covered city was virtu¬ 
ally paralysed after black ice 
streaked the streets and 
snowed-in residents warned 
of food shortages. 

London's Heathrow Air¬ 
port, the world's busiest pas¬ 
senger air hub, cancelled half 
of the Sunday's 1,300 flights 
after six centimeters (2.4 
inches) covered the area. 
Heavy snow falls in other 


parts of Britain left motorway 
drivers stranded overnight. 

The cold claimed eight 
new victims in Poland, bring¬ 
ing that country's toll to 53, 
and in Serbia, which has 
recorded nine deaths, author¬ 
ities declared states of emer¬ 
gency in 32 municipalities, 
mostly in the south and 
southwest. 

Almost 70,000 people re¬ 
mained cut off in snowed-in 
Serbian villages, with police 
and military units providing 
basic necessities, said Pre¬ 
drag Marie, the police official 
in charge of Serbia's emer¬ 
gency services. 

In Romania, six new 
deaths brought the toll to 34. 

Overnight temperatures in 
Finland plummeted to minus 
40 degrees Celsius (minus 32 
degrees Fahrenheit), but did 
not deter many Helsinki vot¬ 
ers from turning out to vote in 
a presidential election. 

The cold spell is forecast 
to last until at least the middle 
of the week.

France: Europe to strengthen 
Syria sanctions after UN veto 


PARIS (AFP) - Europe will 
strengthen sanctions imposed 
on Damascus in a bid to boost 
pressure on the regime after 
China and Russia vetoed a UN 
resolution on the Syrian crisis, 
France said yesterday. 

"Europe will again harden 
sanctions imposed on the Sy¬ 
rian regime. We will try to in¬ 
crease this international 
pressure and there will come a 
time when the regime will 
have to realise that it is com¬ 
pletely isolated and cannot 
continue," French Foreign 
Minister Alain Juppe said. 

Juppe also said that France 
would "help the Syrian oppo¬ 
sition to structure and organise 
itself' and would be working 
to create an international group 
on Syria. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
has proposed the creation of a 
"group of friends" of the Syr¬ 
ian people. 

Juppe said Sarkozy "will 
take steps in the coming days to 
try to bring together all those 
who consider the current situa¬ 
tion in Syria absolutely intoler¬ 
able." 

Juppe also described the 
veto by China and Russia as a 


"moral stain" on the United Na¬ 
tions and said France would 
consider a call by Tunisia for 
all countries to expel Syrian 
diplomatic envoys. 

Russia and China on Satur¬ 
day blocked a UN Security 
Council resolution condemning 
Syria for its crackdown on 
protests, drawing condemna¬ 
tion from other global powers 
and the Syrian opposition. 

The European Union has al¬ 
ready agreed several rounds of 
sanctions against President 
Bashar al-Assad's regime, with 
dozens of regime insiders and 
companies targeted so far by 
an assets freeze and travel ban. 

The EU is also enforcing an 
arms embargo and a ban on 
imports of Syrian crude oil. 

Sarkozy on Saturday con¬ 
demned the veto, saying it en¬ 
couraged the Syrian regime's 
crackdown. 

The death toll in Syria rose 
to at least 88 people reported 
killed over the weekend — one 
of the bloodiest since the upris¬ 
ing against Assad's regime 
erupted almost 11 months ago. 

Opposition groups say at 
least 6,000 people have now 
been killed in Syria.

Italy court to rule on ship wreck captain 



ROME (AFP) - An Italian 
court is expected to rule today 
on whether the captain of the 
cruise ship Costa Concordia, 
Francesco Schettino, will re¬ 
main under house arrest or be 
released. 

Schettino, who faces 
charges of multiple man¬ 
slaughter and abandoning ship 
in the January 13 disaster 
which cost 32 lives, was taken 
into police custody the day 
after the shipwreck. 

He was released into house 
arrest at his home in Meta di 
Sorrento, near Naples, despite 
prosecutors' claims he posed 


an escape risk and 
could tamper with ev¬ 
idence. 

A Florence court 
will hear today from 
prosecutors who want 
the 52-year-old re¬ 
turned to prison to 
await trial. The cap¬ 
tain's lawyers will 
argue that he should 
be freed. 

The hearing had 
been scheduled for 
February 10 but was brought 
forward. 

Schettino is accused negli¬ 
gently grounding the ship on 


Giglio Island off the coast of 
Tuscany after sailing danger¬ 
ously close to the shore. The 
ship capsized with more than 
4,200 people on board. 


Egypt clashes rage into fourth day 


CAIRO (AFP) - Protesters and 
police engaged in sporadic 
clashes yesterday at security 
headquarters in Cairo as vio¬ 
lence raged into a fourth day 
and the interior minister leapt 
to the defence of his reviled 
forces. 

The fighting was sparked 
by the perceived failure of 
Egypt's military rulers and po¬ 
lice to prevent football-linked 
violence following a match in 
the northern city of Port Said 
on Wednesday that left 74 peo¬ 
ple dead. 

Clashes have been fuelled 


by police action, including the 
use of tear gas and birdshot, 
against protesters, with the 
health ministry reporting at 
least 12 people killed in Cairo 
and Suez in the backlash since 
Thursday. 

Hundreds of riot police yes¬ 
terday blocked roads leading to 
the interior ministry headquar¬ 
ters in the center of the capital, 
facing down youths throwing 
rocks and petrol bombs. 

Police erected several con¬ 
crete block walls on the roads 
leading to the ministry, which 
has become the nerve center of 


the skirmishes, while entrench¬ 
ing themselves behind coils of 
barbed wire. 

"There is an insistance by 
protesters on storming the in¬ 
terior ministry and implement¬ 
ing a plot," said Interior 
Minister Mohammed Ibrahim, 
whose predecessor was sacked 
in a cabinet shuffle in Novem¬ 
ber following similar clashes. 

Ibrahim said police did not 
want to harm any "revolution¬ 
aries" among the protesters, 
but were prepared to confront 
others "who want to ruin the 
country."

Environment agency 
becomes crunch issue 
in Rio talks 


PARIS (AFP) - The UN Envi¬ 
ronment Programme (UNEP) 
is emerging as a hot issue in 
preparations for June’s Rio 
conference, styled as a once- 
in-a-generation chance to re¬ 
store a sick planet to good 
health. 

The US is fighting a pro¬ 
posal, backed according to 
France by least 100 countries, 
to transform UNEP from a 
poorly noticed, second-string 
unit into a planetary super¬ 
agency. 

Environmentalists have 
long complained that Nairobi- 
based UNEP, set up in 1972 as 
an office of the UN and with a 
membership of only 58 na¬ 
tions, lacks clout to deal with 
the globe's worsening ills. 

These range from climate 
change, water stress and over¬ 
fishing to species loss, defor¬ 


estation and ozone-layer de¬ 
pletion. 

But the environmental mess 
also coincides with the crisis 
of capitalism, which greens 
say is blind to the cost for Na¬ 
ture in its relentless quest for 
growth. 

The fateful intertwining of 
these problems points to a 
unique chance of a solution at 
the June 20-22 "Rio+20" con¬ 
ference, they argue. 

With possibly scores of 
leaders in attendance, the 20- 
year follow-up to the famous 
Earth Summit has the declared 
aim of making growth both 
greener and sustainable. 

The key vehicle would be 
UNEP, which according to the 
vaguely-worded French pro¬ 
posal would be changed into 
the World Environment Or¬ 
ganisation. 


Proposed autism diagnostic criteria 
roils medical community 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
proposal to use new diagnos¬ 
tic criteria for autism has 
roiled the US medical com¬ 
munity, with many experts 
concerned that the move could 
exclude children affected by 
some forms of the disorder. 

The American Psychiatric 
Association recommended 
last month that a new category 
called "autism spectrum disor¬ 
der" be established to incoipo- 
rate several forms of autism 
which were previously con¬ 
sidered separately. 

These include autistic disor¬ 
der, Asperger’s disorder, 
childhood disintegrative dis¬ 
order and pervasive develop¬ 
mental disorder. 

Under this new approach, 
all four would be considered a 
variation of autism. 

But critics are concerned 
that this may deprive patients 
of access to welfare, educa¬ 
tional and health services that 
are based on the old definition 
set by the APA. 


The APA defended its deci¬ 
sion, saying that the new cri¬ 
teria establishes degrees of 
severity for the disorder and 
would help provide more tar- 
getted treatment for patients. 

But Fred Volkmar, head of 
the Children's Psychiatry De¬ 
partment at Yale University, 
believes this revision would 
exclude up to 60 percent of 
children now suffering from 
Asperger's disorder. 

Volkmar said he came to 
this conclusion by applying 
the new criteria to a study he 
conducted in 1993 on children 
suffering from Asperger's and 
other forms of autism. 

According to Geraldine 
Dawson, chief science officer 
of Autism Speaks, the largest 
private foundation in the 
world dedicated to research of 
the disorder, it is too early to 
know "whether there will be 
or not excluding people who 
do really have autism spec¬ 
trum." 

But she said her foundation 


is "committed to funding re¬ 
search that will explore 
whether or not the criteria are 
excluding people, and our 
goal is to insure that ulti¬ 
mately no one is excluded or 
is denied services." 

The proposed changes have 
been in the works for the past 
15 years because studies 
"show well now that As¬ 
perger's disorder is a form of 
autism," noted Eric Fom- 
bonne, chair of the Children's 
Psychiatry Department at 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal, Canada. 

And if the APA decided in 
1994 to consider Asperger's 
separately, it was simply be¬ 
cause "at that point we did not 
know if it was different or just 
a variation of autism." 

Therefore, it was necessary 
to categorise it separately to 
study it, he said.

US and Spain discuss 
cleanup of nuclear 
radiation 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is offering tech¬ 
nical assistance to Spain to 
clean up land contaminated by 
radiation from undetonated 
nuclear bombs that acciden¬ 
tally fell on the area in 1966, 
the US State Department an¬ 
nounced. 

On January 17, 1966, a US 
B-52 bomber carrying four 
nuclear bombs collided with a 
KC-135 tanker during mid-air 
refueling off the coast of 
Spain. In addition to killing 
seven crew members on the 
airplanes, three hydrogen 
bombs fell to the ground near 
Palomares and one fell into the 


Mediterranean Sea. 

The non-nuclear explosives 
on two of the bombs that hit 
the ground detonated, spread¬ 
ing seven pounds of pluto¬ 
nium over a 200 hectares (490 
acres). The bomb that fell into 
the sea was recovered intact 
after a search by the US Navy. 

Spanish Foreign Minister 
Jose Manuel Garcia-Margallo 
spoke with US State Depart¬ 
ment Secretary Hillary Clin¬ 
ton about the remediation this 
week during the Munich Secu¬ 
rity Conference in Germany, 
according to the Spanish 
newspaper Herald of Aragon.

Google loses appeal In Taiwan 
over app refund 



(AFP)-Taiwan said it had re¬ 
jected an appeal by Google 
against a fine imposed on the 
US Internet giant for refusing 
to grant customers a seven-day 
trial period on its mobile 
phone apps. 

The Taipei City govern¬ 
ment, which levied the fine of 
Tw$l million ($33,000) in 
mid-2011, said the economics 


ministry had 
ruled in its 
favour. 

"We urge 
Google to re¬ 
spect Taiwan's 
laws and the 
rights of our 
consumers to 
resume sales of its Android 
Market paid apps," it said in a 
statement. 

Taiwan's consumer protec¬ 
tion law stipulates that con¬ 
sumers are entitled to a 
seven-day trial period after 
purchasing products online, in¬ 
cluding mobile phone software 
applications. 


The capital city's govern¬ 
ment last year said that Google 
and Apple had violated the law 
and ordered them to amend its 
trading rules. Apple later com¬ 
plied with the law but Google 
did not, it said. 

Under the terms of service 
for Google’s Android Market, 
consumers are entitled to a re¬ 
fund only within 15 minutes of 
purchasing a product online. 

Google has suspended the 
sale of its paid apps in Taiwan 
since the dispute. 

Google Taiwan's officials 
were not immediately avail¬ 
able for comment. 


Brains of addicts are inherently 
abnormal: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Drug 
addicts have inherited abnor¬ 
malities in some parts of the 
brain which interfere with im¬ 
pulse control, said a British 
study published in the United 
States. 

Previous research has 
pointed to these differences, 
but it was unclear if they re¬ 
sulted from the ravages of ad¬ 
diction or if they were there 
beforehand to predispose a 
person to drug abuse. 

Scientists at the University 
of Cambridge compared the 
brains of addicts to their non- 
addicted siblings as well as to 
healthy, unrelated volunteers 
and found that the siblings 
shared many of the same 
weaknesses in their brains. 

That indicates that the brain 
vulnerabilities had a family 
origin, though somehow the 
siblings of addicts — either due 
to environmental factors or 
other differences in brain 
structure — were able to resist 
addiction. 

"Presumably, the siblings 
must have some other re¬ 
silience factors that counteract 
the familial vulnerability to 
drug dependence," said the 
study led by Karen Ersche of 
the University of Cambridge, 
published in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

"An individual's predisposi¬ 
tion to become addicted to 
stimulant drugs may be medi¬ 
ated by brain abnormalities 
linked to impaired self-con¬ 
trol." 

Researchers tested 50 bio¬ 
logical sibling pairs, in which 
one was addicted to drugs and 
the other one had no history of 
chronic drug abuse. They also 
tested 50 healthy, unrelated 


pairs of people as a control 
group. 

The tests involved measur¬ 
ing how well they could con¬ 
trol their impulses in a 
stop-signal reaction time test 
that assesses how quickly a 
person can switch from fol¬ 
lowing one set of instructions 
to another. 

Addicts are known to have 
poor impulse control. 

The researchers found that 
the sibling pairs — even the 
non-addicts — fared signifi¬ 


cantly worse on the test than 
the healthy volunteers. 

Brain scans showed that the 
siblings shared some of the 
same weaknesses in the frontal 
lobe and its connections to the 
basal ganglia, which mediates 
motor, cognition and behavior. 

"Several childhood and ado¬ 
lescent interventions can im¬ 
prove executive function and 
self-control," though more 
study is needed to see how 
such work may or may not im¬ 
pact the brain, they wrote.

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Euro zone insists no Greek rescue 
without reforms 


BRUSSELS - Euro zone fi¬ 
nance ministers told Greece it 
could not go ahead with an 
agreed deal to restructure pri¬ 
vately held debt until it gua¬ 
ranteed to implement reforms 
to secure a second financing 
package from the euro zone 
and the IMF. 

Euro zone ministers had 
hoped to meet today to finalize 
the second Greek bailout, 
which has to be in place by 
mid-March if Athens is to 
avoid a chaotic default, but the 
meeting was postponed be¬ 
cause of Greek reluctance to 
commit to reforms. 

Instead, the ministers held a 
conference call on Saturday to 



take stock of progress on the 
second financing package, 
which euro zone leaders set at 
130 billion euros back in Octo¬ 
ber. 

"There was a very clear 
message that was conveyed 
from all participants of the 
teleconference ... to the Greeks 
that enough is enough," one 
euro zone official said. "There 


is a great sense of frustration 
that they are dragging their 
feet. 

"They should get their act 
together and start talking ho¬ 
nestly, decisively and speedily 
with the Troika on the aspects 
of the program that remain to 
be finalized - on fiscal and 
labor market reforms," the of¬ 
ficial said. 

The Troika are the repre¬ 
sentatives of the European 
Commission, the European 
Central Bank and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, who 
have prepared a Greek debt 
sustainability analysis on 
which the second financing 
program will be based. 


Wen says China has stake in helping Europe 


BEIJING - China has a stake 
in helping euro zone countries 
get through their debt crisis, 
Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao 
said in comments published 
yesterday, pointing to Europe’s 
importance as a market and 
hinting at more possible sup¬ 
port for beleaguered exporters. 

Wen’s remarks, reported by 
the official Xinhua news 
agency, built on comments he 
made during German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel's recent visit 
to China, when he said Beijing 
was considering increasing its 
participation in rescue funds to 
address the European debt cri¬ 


sis. This time, Wen urged skep¬ 
tical Chinese citizens to under¬ 
stand that supporting Europe 
was in their own benefit 

"Now Europe is facing a 
debt crisis and we must con¬ 
sider relations with Europe 
strategically to protect our na¬ 
tional interests," Wen said 
while visiting the export-de- 
pendent southern Chinese 
province of Guangdong on 
Saturday, said Xinhua. 

China, with its $3.2 trillion 
worth foreign exchange re¬ 
serves, is often seen as a poten¬ 
tial source for funds needed to 
bail out some European gov¬ 


ernments. 

The Chinese premier's latest 
comments on the euro crisis 
again did not include any spe¬ 
cific commitments to European 
economies. But he stressed the 
stake that China holds in defus¬ 
ing the euro crisis. 

China has repeatedly said it 
supports a stable euro, and ac¬ 
cording to most estimates, 
China has about a quarter of its 
foreign exchange reserves in 
euro assets. 

But Beijing has consistently 
been reluctant to make specific 
promises about any contribu¬ 
tions to the rescue funds.

Swiss media blame banks 
for caving in to US pressure 


GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss banks 
came under fire in yesterday’s 
newspapers for giving in to US 
demands on banking secrecy. 

"Swiss banks capitulate" 
wrote the French-language Le 
Matin Dimanche describing a 
situation of panic "since the 
blow to Bank Wegelin." 

Switzerland's oldest bank 
Wegelin faces US criminal 
charges on allegations it helped 
Americans evade paying taxes 
on assets that could be valued 
at $ 1.2 billion. 

The finance ministry said on 
January 31 that it would hand 
over thousands of encoded 
bank documents to US investi¬ 
gators. 

Le Matin Dimanche said 
Wegelin had been in the sights 
of US authorities since 2009. 

The mass circulation Ger¬ 
man-language Sonntags Blick 
carried this front page headline: 
"Tax sinners: Swiss banks have 
betrayed 29,700 Americans." 

Wegelin was founded in 
1741, but on January 27 it an¬ 
nounced the sale of its non-US 
activities to fellow Swiss bank 


Raiffeisen "as a consequence 
of the increasingly threatening 
situation surrounding Wegelin 
& Co Private Bankers in the 
US tax dispute". 

Sonntags Blick carried a 
double page interview with the 
US Ambassador to Switzerland 
Donald Beyer in which the 
envoy said the bank should 
have known it was illegal to 
take clients of UBS. 

"The management of the 
bank should know the risks in¬ 
volved. It is clear that the U.S. 
tax authorities would react," 
said Beyer. 

"Tax dispute: federal author¬ 
ities plan white money strat¬ 
egy" was the headline in 
Sonntags Zeitung, referring to a 
plan to cooperate with other ju¬ 
risdictions on tax evasion whilst 
protecting customer identity. 

"We face all the conse¬ 
quences of our responsibilities 
and will focus on the pending 
litigation with US law enforce¬ 
ment agencies," Wegelin sen¬ 
ior managing partner Konrad 
Hummler was quoted as say¬ 
ing.

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Fidel Castro presents his memoirs — 
"Time Guerrilla" 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro presented 
two volumes of his memoir 
entitled "Time Guerrilla" in a 
ceremony that marked his first 
public appearance since last 
April, Cuban media reported. 

The memoirs trace his life 
from infancy until 1958, when 
he succeeded in leading a rev¬ 
olution that turned Cuba into a 
communist country aligned 
with the Soviet Union. 

Castro's recollection of 
events is reported through con¬ 
versations with journalist 
Katiuska Blanco. 

"I have to seize the opportu¬ 
nity now because my memory 
is spent," the 85-year-old Cas¬ 
tro told guests at a presentation 
Friday at the Palace of Con¬ 
ventions in Havana. 

The Cuban leader had not 
been seen in public since April 
2011 when he attended the 
closing ceremony of a Com¬ 
munist Party congress. 

Among the guests was Abel 
Prieto, Cuba's cultural minis¬ 
ter; Miguel Barnet, president 
of the Union of Writers and 
Artists; and Blanco, the book's 
author. 

"I'm willing to do every¬ 
thing possible to convey what 
I remember well," Castro was 
quoted as saying in the official 
newspapers Granma, Young 
Rebel and on the website 
Cubadebate. "I've been ex¬ 
pressing all the ideas I had and 
the feelings that I went 
through. I am aware of the im¬ 
portance of telling all this to 
pass it so that it can be useful." 

During the conversations 
with Blanco, which span 1,000 
pages in the book, Castro said, 
"I prefer an old clock, old eye¬ 
glasses, old boots and in poli¬ 
tics, everything new." 

Blanco, who also authored 
the first official biography of 


Castro and his family, presents 
his memoirs in the form of 
questions and answers. 

The book is similar to "One 
Hundred Hours with Fidel," a 
book of conversations between 
Castro and Spanish journalist 
Ignacio Ramonet, published in 
late 2006, just after the Cuban 
leader turned over power to his 
brother, Raul, amid a health 
crisis. 

Since then, Castro has ded¬ 
icated himself to publishing a 
book that narrates his experi¬ 


ences during the Cuban revo¬ 
lution and writing columns in 
the media titled "Reflections." 
The columns expound on his 
views on current events. 

Castro gave copies of his 
two-volume memoirs to 
Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff during her visit to 
Cuba this week, according to 
diplomatic sources in Brazil. 

The memoirs are published 
by Editora Abril and illustrated 
with photographs and draw¬ 
ings by the Cuban painter 
Ernesto Rancano.

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Terry’s absence paved the 
way for Gary Cahill to make 
his Chelsea debut following 
his £7 million transfer from 
Bolton alongside Luiz at the 
heart of the Blues defence. 

And the centre back quickly 
found himself at the centre of 
controversy when his last- 
ditch challenge sent Danny 
Welbeck tumbling on the edge 
of the Chelsea penalty area 
with 11 minutes gone. 

Referee Howard Webb 
waved away claims for a 
penalty, just as had two min¬ 
utes earlier when Ashley 
Young went down under a 
challenge from Jose 
Bosingwa. 

It was little wonder, then, 
that Ferguson was showing 
signs of frustration although 
for 36 minutes his side looked 


in control of the game and 
were creating the better 
chances. 

The balance of the game 
swung, however, when Stur- 
ridge prised open the United 
defence, easily rounding 
Patrice Evra before delivering 
a hard, low cross from close to 
De Gea’s near post. 

De Gea stuck out a leg to 
block the cross but succeeded 
only in deflecting it against 
Evans and off his stomach into 
the goal. 

And any hopes United had 
of quickly getting back on 
level terms disappeared 30 
seconds after the restart when 
Mata met Torres’s right wing 
cross with an unstoppable vol¬ 
ley that flew past De Gea.

United looked dead and 
buried but Ferguson's side 
were given a route back into 
the game in the 58th minute 
when Sturridge and Evra again 
clashed — this time in the 
Chelsea area — and Webb de¬ 
cided to award a spot-kick that 
was clinically converted by 
Rooney. 

The introduction of Paul Sc- 
holes added to the sense the 
visitors could regain control of 


central midfield. 

And United scored again in 
the 68th minute when Webb 
decided in their favour after 
Welbeck tumbled over the out¬ 
stretched leg of Branislav 
Ivanovic. 

Welbeck seemed as though 
he was looking for the foul but 
that made no difference to 
Rooney, who converted his 
second penalty of the game. 

The comeback was com¬ 
plete in the 84th minute when 
Hernandez headed home from 
Giggs' cross after Cech had 
parried Rooney's powerful 
shot. 

There was still time for 
Chelsea to threaten a winner 
and de Gea made two superb 
saves to keep out Mata's free- 
kick and Cahill's drive.

Golf: Lawrie wins 
Qatar Masters

DOHA (AFP) - Paul Lawrie 
stroked a fluent 65 to win the 
Qatar Masters for the second 
time with a four-shot win over 
Jason Day and Peter Hanson at 
the Doha Golf Club on Sun¬ 
day. 

The Scotsman produced a 
bogey-free third round in the 
truncated tournament as the 
chasing pack made crucial er¬ 
rors to win his seventh Euro¬ 
pean Tour title with an 
aggregate of 15-under 201 for 
54 holes. 

Lawrie’s first win in Qatar 
came in 1999, the same year 
he claimed the British Open at 
Carnoustie. 

Holding a one-shot lead 
after the second round on Sat¬ 
urday, Lawrie struck a brilliant 
eagle on the 639-yard par-five 
ninth hole, giving him a two 
shot cushion over Day, who 
began with four consecutive 
birdies but dropped two shots 
by the time he finished his first 
nine holes. 

Lawrie calmly went along 
picking up shots and by the 
time he birdied the 16th and 
17th holes he had the Mother 
of Pearl trophy firmly in his 
grip. 

The 43-year-old Scot then 
parred the 18th to complete 
the formalities. 

"I don't think I can play 
much better than that," Lawrie 
said. 'Tve been playing well 
for a long, long time, but it's 
just nice to come out one 
ahead and shoot seven under." 

Day was on fire on the 
back nine too, picking up four 
straight birdies from the 10th 
to 13, but could only par the 
next four to lose steam. 

He was with an eagle 
chance on the 18th but missed 


by a whisker, the birdie giving 
him an aggregate of 11 under. 

Hanson needed an eagle on 
the final hole to overtake Day, 
but finished with a birdie for a 
second-place tie with the Aus¬ 
tralian. John Daly finished two 
shots down for fourth. 

The victory ensures Lawrie 
a place in the 64-man World 
Golf Championships-Accen- 
ture Match Play in Arizona 
later in February and the 24- 
man Volvo World Match Play 
in Spain in May.

nfl: Six voted into Hall of Fame but 
Parcells snubbed 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Curtis Martin, fourth on the 
NFL all-time rushing list with 
14,101 yards, was among six 
players voted into the Ameri¬ 
can Football Hall of Fame on 
Saturday while some big 
names were snubbed. 

Defensive tackle Cortez 
Kennedy, offensive tackle 
Willie Roaf, defensive end 
Chris Doleman, center Der- 
montti Dawson and corner- 
back Jack Butler, a seniors 
category nominee, were also 
selected to the US sport 
shrine. 

On the eve of Sunday's 
Super Bowl 46 championship 
showdown between the New 
England Patriots and New 
York Giants, the Hall of Fame 
selection committee gathered 
to pick 2012 inductees from 
among 17 retired NFL legend 
finalists. 

Among those who were de¬ 
nied a place among the all¬ 


time gridiron elites were coach 
Bill Parcells, receivers Cris 
Carter and Andre Reed, run¬ 
ning back Jerome Bettis and 
defender Charles Haley, the 
only five-time Super Bowl 
champion. 

New England coach Bill 
Belichick and New York Gi¬ 
ants coach Tom Coughlin each 
worked as assistants under 
Parcells. 

A candidate needed at least 
80 percent support from the 
44-member panel to be en¬ 
shrined. Induction ceremonies 
will be staged August 4 at the 
Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio. 

The panel eliminated Bet¬ 
tis, receiver Tim Brown, line¬ 
man Will Shields, linebacker 
Kevin Greene and former San 
Francisco 49ers owner Ed De- 
Bartolo Jnr in a first round of 
voting that trimmed the candi¬ 
date list to 12. 

From there, the committee 
voted down Parcells, Carter, 


Reed, Haley, defensive back 
Aeneas Williams and 1950s 
guard Dick Stanfel, leaving 
the final enshrinees. 

Doleman made 150 career 
sacks, fourth in NFL history at 
the time of his retirement, in a 
15-season career with Min¬ 
nesota, Atlanta and San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Butler ranked second in 
NFL career interceptions 
when he retired in 1959 after 


nine seasons with the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers, the same team 
for which Dawson blocked for 
13 seasons before retiring in 
2000. 

Kennedy spent 13 seasons 
with the Seattle Seahawks be¬ 
fore retiring in 2000 while 
Roaf played 13 NFL seasons, 
nine with New Orleans and 
four more at Kansas City be¬ 
fore retiring in 2005.
